Sharp increases in the number 
of unemployed persons in St. Louis 
and throughout the state were an- 
nounced by the Missouri Division 
of Employment yesterday, and the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics in 
Washington, at the same time, re- 
ported national unemployment had 
reached 3,000,000. 

Figures for the state showed 
there were 48,081 unemployed per- 
sons for the week ended last Satur- 
day. In St. Louis, the division said 
th were 20,089 on its rolls for 
the same period. This compares 
with 16,316 unemployed in the city 
the preceeding week. For the same 
period a year ago unemployment 
in the city was 10,547. 

This time last year unemploy- 
ment in the state stood at 30,240. 
Yesterday's figure indicated an in- 
crease of 17,841 in a year’s time. 
During the week ended last Sat- 
urday, 4241 persons lost their jobs 
in the state. 

Steady Increase of Jobless. 

The steady rise of unemploy- 
ment in Missouri since the first 
of this year was shown in the 
following figures released by the 
division: On Jan. 1 there were 
14,723 unemployed; on Jan. 8 there 
were 16,875; Jan. 15 there were 
18,450; on Jan. 29 the figure was 
22,071; Feb. 5, it was 43,840 and 
on Feb. 12 it was 48,081. 

Similar figures for St. Louis and 
St. Louis county were combined 
by the division. They show 5509 
on Jan. 1; 6884 on Jan. 8; 7409 on 
Jan. 15; 8058 on Jan. 29; 16,316 on 
Feb. 5 and 20,085 on Feb. 12. 

The annual report of the CIO

He said the new set-up gives the 
dealers a majority on the board. 
One of the New Dealer- directors 
is A. A. Michaels of St. Louis. 
It was reported that the one 
board member who kept his post, 
besides Tucker, was Fred Rock- 
elman, executive vice-president, 
whom a group of dealers have at- 
tempted to put in Tucker’s place 
as head of the firm.

Drastic Steps by Peron 
Fail to Reassure Busi- 
ness—Even Gilt-Edged 
Shares Drop.

It hopes to have it ready 
by March 1, 

The ‘President asked for a 
series of broad peacetime powers, 
including price, wage and ma- 
terials allocation controls, to 
maintain full production and em- 
ployment. 

O’Mahoney said he reached his 
conclusion about inflation pros- 
pects after weighing the effect of 
“expenditures of the Government 
and projected expenditures of in- 
dustry.” They create a demand, 
he said which tends to push up 
rices 
At hearings before O’Mahoncy’s 
committee, business leaders op- 
posed Government controls. In- 
stead of steadying the economy, 
the businessmen said, they might 
have the opposite effect of under- 
mining business confidence. 

But labor and farm leaders gen- 
erally favored Government steps 
to prevent boom and bust tenden- 
cies. 

Disagreement Over Trend. 

There was wide disagreement 
at the hearings on whether recent 
price declines~herald a continu- 
ing downtrend in living costs or 
whether inflation will come back 
bigger than ever. 

For instance, Phillip Reed; 
chairman of the board of General 
Electric, said he is convinced liv- 
ing costs have “passed their peak” 
and the inflationary trend has 
“reversed.” ‘ 

But CIO Secretary - Treasurer 
James B. Carey contended costs 
have declined only slightly from 
a record peak and there is no 
guarantee they will continue 
down.

These control points — already 
strengthened by roadblocks of iron

Divided Berlin, the vortex of the 
East-West cold war, also is in the 
grip of a currency scare. Signs 
increased that the Russians intend 
a new money switch here and in 
their surrounding occupation zone.

Other Developments. 

There were these other develop- 
ments:

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A Zoning “Loophole” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Those who have followed the magnifi- 
cent work of the City Plan Commission 
have good reason now to be seriously 
disappointed, for on one section of major 
importance it has frankly capitulated, 
having consented to abandon a basic 
principle in order to satisfy what are 
usually called “practical considerations.” 

When the Commission on Feb. 8 ap- 
proved the proposed city-wide Zoning 
Ordinance and ordered it sent to the 
Board of Aldermen for introduction 
there, among the numerous changes was 
one that vitally affected the over-all 
structure of the plan, namely, that per- 
taining to the powers of the Board of 
Adjustment. This change constituted 
a complete reversal of the commission's 
own carefully prepared proposal. 

This proposal had sought to limit the 
‘powers of the Board of Adjustment 
through provisions stressing “that all 
variation granted“ under this clause be 
in harmony with the intended spirit and 
purpose of this ordinance and shall not 
constitute a direct and obvious amend- 
ment of any district regulations or dis- 
trict boundaries.” 

According to the chairman of the Zon- 
ing Committee, the Commission had 
been firmly of the opinion that, under 
the present ordinance, (1) the powers 
granted to the Board of Adjustment were 
in excess of those recognized by the 
State or the Missouri Supreme Court; 
and (2) that, in case of the membership 
of some future Board of Adjustment 
falling below the high standard of the 
present board, there would De grave 
danger of an abuse of its wide powers, 
presumably to the advantage of strong 
sélfish interests, and in more or less 
disregard of the common interest and 
the general plan. The proposed section 
bad been deliberately formulated to pro- 
vide real safeguards cgainst these dan- 
gerous weaknesses. 

What is needed is a definite provision 
midway between too much flexibility 
and too little. 

By clear stipulation in the ordinance 
that “all wariations shall be in harmony 
with the intended spirit and purpose” 
and shall not constitute an unnecessary 
or discriminatory change of district reg- 
ulations or boundaries, for some particu- 
lar interest, the safeguarding principle 
would be substantially retained.

A 
Missourian who works for his living is already 
under a pension tax burden in excess of $50 a 
year, and it is growing’ heavier. 

No one suggests the state be niggardly with 
its destitute people, but something is wrong 
when Missouri has nearly half again as many 
old people on pensions as the average for the 
nation as a whole. Missouri's 30 per cent com- 
pares with 18 per cent in Illinois, 19 in Iowa, 20 
in Kansas—and 10 per cent in New York. 


The point is that Missouri does not require an - 


old person to be destitute to get old-age assist- 
ance. Some pensioners have homes worth sev- 
eral thousand dollars. Many have relatives who 
are well able to support them. State politicians 
do not yet dare call the pension an automatic 
right, but they are heading that way fast under 
the pressure of a bloc that is as powerful as any 
lobby in the state. 

Total costs of old-age assistance in Missouri 
came to a little over $4,000,000 in 1936. Wel- 
fare Director Carter estimates they will be $70,- 
000,000 a year now—and he isn’t Allowing for 
the Governor’s scheme to open the gates wider. 


The Federal Government bears more than half 
of the cost, but Missourians are also federal tax- 
payers. Old-age assistance is rapidly overtaking 
the public schools as the largest consumer of 
the state’s general revenues. Other business of 
the state meanwhile suffers from poverty. The 
correctional institutions and mental hospitals 
are grossly understaffed and overcrowded, and 
the 14,000 unemployable Missourians and their 
dependents are on starvation allowances.

tute for whom the system was originally set 
up, are sufferers. They are held down to smaller 
grants than would be possible if chiselers were 
eliminated. Appropriations have snowballed, 
but rules have been relaxed so fast that indi- 
vidual pensions have sometimes had to be cut. 

What can be done about it? 

The Federal Government could put firmer re- 
strictions on its contributions. The Stettinius 
commission to study the federal social security 
system has suggested as much. State politicians 
would have to sober up if this were done. 

There is no reason, however, to await the un- 
certain will of Congress. Many states have 
coupled common sense to generosity. A majority 
of states can recover pension outlays from an 
old man’s property when he dies. Many pros- 
pective heirs in such states discovered they 
could support their old people after all; and the 
old-age assistance rolls have shrunk by as 
much as 25 per cent. A lien and recovery bill 
was passed by the previous Missouri Senate, but 
was killed in the House. It would be hard to 
pass now over Gov. Smith’s almost certain veto, 
but nothing is impossible in politics when the 
citizens will it strongly enough.

What the Link Case Proves 


Indietment of Theodore C. Link last October 
was a brazen attempt to turn the law against 
itself. The Post-Dispatch reporter, who had 
devoted many months to an investigation of the 
corruption of state government by commercial- 
ized gambling and other violations of Illinois 
law, was himself charged with kidnapping, con- 
spiracy and intimidation. These charges rested 
on the testimony of Peter Patrakos, gambler 
and gangster associate, who had previously told 
the Peoria Journal that the reporter in effect 
had been his protector at the time in question. 

All this was preposterous. It was the more 
preposterous because the special prosecutor for 
the previous grand jury, Verle W. Safford, had 
warmly commended Mr. Link for assistance in 
investigating the facts about attempted bribes 
and other evidences of official corruption. The 
indictments. were immediately denounced as 
reckless and irresponsible by many lawyers as 
well as by editors from one coast to the other.. 

Instead of saving the day for Dwight H. 
Green and George F. Barrett, Governor and At- 
torney General respectively, the Link indict- 
ments aroused citizens of Illinois to the deplor- 
able condition of their government. Ten days 
‘ater they went to the polls and swept the 
Green-Barrett Administration and its corrup- 
tionists from office. The housecleaning was un- 
precedented in its proportions in Illinois. 


» 
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Now the Link indictments are history. They 


have been dismissed by Circuit Judge Culbert- 
son at Peoria on motion of State’s Attorney 
Shore. Mr. Shore, who was elected in,the re- 
vulsion against the machine and its trumped 
up charges, told the court it was his “firm and 
conscientious belief that conviction could not 
be sustained.” He said also that the welfare of 
Peoria County could best be served by dismissal. 

The victors in this case are not Theodore 
Link personally, the Post-Dispatch or any other 
newspapers. The real victors are the people of 
Illinois and all other citizens of our free democ- 
racy. What the Link case proves is that govern- 
ment and all its legal processes belong to the 
people. It proves that when these are taken 
away even temporarily, the ballot box is the 
means by which they can be reclaimed. 
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Incident of the Shower Baths 


It’s a good thing Chairman Herzog and Gen- 
eral Counsel Denham of the National Labor Re- 
lations Board have been able to settle, through 
peaceful bargaining, their dispute over an of- 
fice with a private shower bath.

If the Chairman and General Counsel of the 
NLRB have another labor dispute, there needn't 
be any question where to put them for that 
cooling-off period. : 
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Russia Turns ‘Reasonable’ 

Now, after two years of stalling, the Russians 
say that it will be all right with them if Her- 
mann Fluckinger, former Swiss envoy to Mos- 
cow, is appointed Governor of Trieste. No 
doubt, they would like to have this accepted as 
a display of sweet reasonableness since Fluck- 
inger is one of the men originally nominated 
by the Hygitish. 

But the performance just does not hang to- 
gether. By now, the Yugoslavs have virtually 
absorbed their zone of Trieste. If the British 
and the Americans were to pull out, they might 
well take over the rest. Even though Tito is 
at odds with the Cominform, Red machinations 
have killed the hope that Trieste might be ad- 
ministered under UN auspices after the fashion 
in which the League of Nations administered 
the Saar in pre-Hitler days. 

Largely because of this, the British and Amer- 
icans agreed that the only solution is to return 
Trieste to Italy. And they made such a promise 
to the Italians before last April's elections. In 
due course, that promise will have to be Kept.

Public Support Is Essential

A good police department is an absolute 
necessity, but it is axiomatic that crime 


is a charge against the community as a 


whole—not ‘solely and exclusively against 
the police. Without ptblic support, the 
Police Department will not be long effec- 
tive against crime. Many examples come 
to mind, such as in the Prohibition era. 


We are all old enough to remeniber the 
break-down of enforcement as to this par- 
ticular law which public opinion would not 
support. This happened again and again, 
even where otherwise excellent law enforce- 
ment agencies enjoying normal public sup- 
port were involved, It is a principle of 
police science long accepted that, other 
things being equal, the police will be effec- 
tive in proportion to the amount of public 
support they receive. 

To my mind, we have a reasonably clean, 
orderly city and a good police force largely 
because the citizens want it that way, and 
because they are advised of conditions by 
an alert, courageous and intelligent press.

Democrats Assail N.A.M, 

Tempers were frayed as the 
hearings ground on, and Ira Mosh- 
er, chairman of the N.A.M. finance 
committee, was subjected to harsh 
questioning by Democrats who as- 
sailed the N. A. M. for opposition 
to all progressive or liberal legis- 
lation.

ST, GLAIR COUNTY OFFICES 
MAY BE CLOSED, CARTER SAYS 


St. Clair county may have to 
close some of its offices after 
next May or June unless the IIli- 
nois Legislature in its present ses- 
sion passes a bill authorizing 
counties to issue refunding bonds, 
State’s Attorney Richard T. Car- 
ter said yesterday at Belleville 
Carter headed a delegation of 
county officials appointed by the 
St. Clair County Board of Super- 
visors to urge passage of such a 
refunding bill. He reported that 
a bill for the. purpose has been 
considered in hearings of a Legis- 
lature committee. 
Although the county has no 
bonded indebtedness, a deficit of 
$500,006 in the general fund has 
made it “unsound in a financial 
way,” Carter said. The county’s 
troubles arise from “a combina- 
tion of high cost of operating the 
county government in this day 
and age, lack of additional rev- 
enue, and failure to oconomize,” 
he stated. A refunding bond 
issue, which would provide for a 
tax increase to pay off the debt 
in 10 to 20 years, would be cheaper 
in the long run than judgments 
and costs the county would face 
if the county’s creditors went to 
court, Carter said.

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Acheson in Capitol Talks AON CALLS IN 


NATIONS DRAFTING 
ATLANTIC. TREATY 


Presumably Gives Envoys 
a Report on His Three- 
Hour Meeting With 
Senate Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 19 (AP)— 

Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
held an unannounced conference 
today with representatives of the 
countries seeking to form a North 
Atlantic alliance. Presumably he 
discussed with them the results 
of his meeting yesterday with the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. 
Acheson is trying to work out 
a defense clause in the proposed | 
security treaty which would be 
acceptable to the Senate and re- 
assuring to western European na- 
tions concerned over future Amer- 
ican military support. 

Ambassadors of Britain, France, 
Canada, Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg were called 
to the State Department in mid-, 
morning and met with Acheson. 
They were not accompanied by 
their usual advisers on the treaty. 
It was learned that officials con- 
sidered the session informal and 
preferred it to be off the record 
as far as possible. 

The meeting lasted about an 
hour. British Ambassador Sir 
Oliver Franks then told reporters: 
“We had an informal meeting 
with the Secretary and reviewed 
the position and laid down a pro- 
gram of meeting of a more formal 
character, of which the first will 
take place in the middle of next 
week.” . 

Discussion with Senators. 

Earlier, Senator Lodge (Rep.), 
Massachusetts said the three-hour 
meeting of Acheson with the Sen- 
ate committee yesterday was en- 
couraging.” Lodge is a member of 
the committee which presumably 
suggested means to get around a 
delicate spot in the proposed 
treaty’s wording. In any report 
to representatives of the other na- 
tions, Acheson was expected to 
remind them that the United 
States cannot go to war unless 
Congress says 80. 
Acheson’s associates reported 
that he felt some progress had 
been made in his talk with the 
Senators. They said he was 
“highly pleased” and saw in the 
session fresh indications that 
there is no difference of opinion 
over the pact’s objectives. 

The meeting. gave 11 of the 13 
committee members their first 
look at the wording of the pro- 
posed agreement. They were told 
that it was “top secret” and were 
cautioned against talking about 


it. 

Comment by Connally. 
Chairman Connally (Dem.), Tex- 
as, who with Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, has been kept 
informed about the treaty nego- 
tiations, said there was no agree- 
ment reached by the committee 
on the wording submitted by 
Acheson. He told reporters, “You 
can’t even say any tentative 
agreement was reached.” 

The knottiest problem faced by 
Acheson has been to offer as 
much security as possible to the 


f| western European nations with- 


out making any advance commit- 
ment for this country to go to 
war. Connally and Vandenberg 
both have assured the Senate 
there will not be even a “moral” 
Pledge of this . 

Connally said he expects the 
final form of the agreement to be 
“substantially” the same as that 
laid before the committee by 
Acheson — provided the western 
European nations find it accept- 
able. 

Other members agreed that 
Acheson got no “go ahead” signal 
from the committee, but they 
pointed out that he was able to 
judge the reaction of members for 
the first time. 

One Senator said it was obvious 
to him that some members would 
favor the strongest kind of com- 
mitment for immediate American 
action in case of an attack on 
signatory nations. 

Other committee members were 
reported as wanting to know a 
great deal more ut what 
pledges would involve before they 
pass finally on the document.

Proposed Changes 
Would Give His

EORGIA is figh for its

The young son of the redoubt- 
able, red-gallused Gene has boldly 
proposed far-reaching changes in 
the state election laws which, in 
practical effect, will give the Tal- 
Madge organization power to say 
who can and who cannot vote. 
The ostensible purpose, of course, 
is to disfranchise the Negro. 
By stressing that aim, the Tal- 
madge forces are having their 
usual success in some quarters. 
But the Georgia press and people 
who understand all that is in- 
volved in proposals of this char- 
acter are working against them. 
Unfortunately for them, it is still 
early; the state House-Legislature 
honeymoon is still on and the boys 
have not yet fallen out with one 
another over the spoils. 

First Goal of Talmadge. 
The first goal of “operation Tal- 
madge” is to capture the regis- 
tration lists. Georgia has a good 
permanent registration law which 
is effective if the county officers 
do their duty. On the pretext 
that he wants to stop “bloc vot- 
ing,” a euphemism for Negro vot- 
ing, Gov. Talmadge wants to start 
all over again. 
His original plan to institute a 
catchall “educational qualification” 
for the voter which would give the 
Board of Registrars in each county 
power to disqualify almost any- 
body has been toned down after 
vigorous protest. He has also re- 
treated from a proposal for bien- 
nial registration and seems pre- 
pared to accept new permanent 
lists. But they must be new, he 
insists, and there must be quali- 
fications.” 
Re-election of the governor—or 
clearance for another puppet—is 
the second major goal of the Tal- 
madge outfit. Georgia law forbids 
a governor to succeed himself and 
some legal doubt exists whether it 
covers the special case of Herman 
Talmadge, So two bills have been 
offered to circumvent a possible 
unfriendly decision by the courts. 
One would make the Democratic 
Executive Committee, another the 
legislature, the sole judge of 
whether the candidate for gover- 
nor was legally qualified. 

Senator George May Retire. 

Some quarters in the state have 
heard that the aging Senator 
George may not run for re-election 
in 1950 for reasons of health and 
that Talmadge really has his eye 
on George's seat. In that case, his 
people will of course work even 
harder to accomplish their putsch 
with all possible speed. 

Gov. Talmadge’s relations with 
the Truman ministration are 
bad but static. That snub the 
President administered at the 
inaugural parade was the McCoy 
—he turned his back purposely on 
both Governors Talmadge and 
Thurmond. It was not the Presi- 
dent who tried to gloss this over, 
but an aide. Talmadge clearly 
felt he had something to lose be- 
cause he insisted the President 
was “cordial” to him at the re- 
ception afterward. 

With Care. 


Proceeding 

But the President is proceed- 
ing with care in the absence of a 
reliable anf?Tlamadge movement 
at home. In turn, Talmadge is 
doing nothing overt to endanger 
federal appropriations beneficial 
to the state. 

President Truman carried 
Georgia overwhelmingly last No- 
vember. After some preliminary 
uncertainty and insistent news- 
paper clamor about the right of 
the people to get a chance to vote 
for the regular Democratic nomi- 
nee, a compromise was arranged. 
The legislature met in special ses- 
sion and authorized a three-way 
ballot: with Truman, Thurmond 
and Dewey all on it. Under the old 
law one would have had to be 
dropped, This change could not 
have been made without Gov. 
Talmadge’s consent, though there 
is no evidence of any deal. Thur- 
mond ran a poor second and 
Dewey was nowhere.

eral Security Administrator Oscar 
Ewing told reporters at a lunch- 
eon yesterday that prepaid health 
insurance for everyone in the na-

He said the President, in - 
ing to him about the health pro- 
gram, harks back to the days 
when Truman was a County Judge 
in Missouri and saw at first hand 
the privations and anguish suf- 
fered by those unable to afford 
adequate medical care. 

The luncheon was aponsored by 
the Committee for the Nation’s 
Health, an organization of promi- 
nent citizens intent on obtaining 
legislation along the lines pf the 
Wagner-Murray-Dingell - rath 
bill. It ig strongly opposed to an 
alternative proposal by the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, which 
calls for a vast expansion in vol- 
untary health aid programs and 
expansion of hospital and medical 
training facilities. It views this 
program as wholly inadequate. 
Indorses Lobby Group’s Activities. 

The A.M.A., which is assessing 
its 140,000 members $25 each for 
a huge educational“ fund to fight 
compulsory health insurance, has 
indorsed the activities of the Na- 
tional Physicians’ Committee, 
which for years hag spent large 
sums to lobby against what it 
terms “socialized” medicine. 

When the Senate Labor and 
Education Committee takes up the 
issue of health legislation in the 
next few weeks, it is expected to 
question the National Physicians’ 
Committee about a Washington 
newsletter it included in material 
sent out in opposition to compul- 
sory health insurance. The 
“newsletter,” addresed “Dear 
Christian American,” was written 
by Dan Gilbert, a Fundamentalist 
minister and self-identified for- 
mer newspaper man associated in 
the past with notorious rabble- 
rousing and racist agitators. 

In the letter distributed by 
N.P.C., Gilbert wrote that prepaid 
compulsory health insurance, once 
in the hands of the Government, 
would inevitably mean that sooner 
or later the bureaucrats would es- 
tablish “quotas” for the “baby 
crop in the same way that the 
Agricultural Department theorists 
set quotas for farm production.” 

“Tying in ‘state medicine’ with 
Communist Russia, Gilbert, whose 
letter was sent to many thousands 
of physicians, editors and min- 
isters throughout the nation, said 
also: “Marxian Socialism has al- 
ways stood for free love. To at- 
tain the ‘Soviet Paradise,’ the 
home must be destroyed. Because 
they interfere with the ‘free-love 
way of life,’ and because they 
stabilize the home, children have 
always been regarded as enemies 
of the Soviet program.” 

Involved With Anti-Semites. 

According to the records of 
Friends of Democracy, Inc., New 
York, Gilbert has been involved 
with some of the worst anti- 
Semites in the nation. He was 
once associate editor of the 
“Christian Fundamentalist,” organ 
of the World Christian Funda- 
mentals Associations. 

The files of Friends of Democ- 
racy show also that in his past 
writings and speeches Gilbert de- 
nounced the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration as a “pagan, atheistic 
philosophy of collectivism”; at- 
tacked “socialistic” doctrines in 
American textbooks; opposed the 
President’s Civil Rights Commis- 
sion report, and wrote a pamphlet 
“disclosing” that the Americans 
at Pearl Harbor were all drunk at 
the time of the Japanese attack. 
He is also author of “The Van- 
ishing Virgin.” 

In distributing Gilbert’s attack 
on health insurance, the N.P.C. 
listed a report of its own showing 
expenditure of $525,000 during 
1948 to fight the Administration 
measure.

PIATIGORSAY 15 POETIC 
IN DVORAK CONCERTO 


Cellist Carries Emotional 
Content to Highest Pitch 
of Intensity. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra's penultimate Friday 
afternoon concert was given yes- 
terday afternoon in Kiel Auditor- 
ium with Gregor Piatigorsky, vio- 
loncellist, as the assisting artist. 
In addition to their collaboration 
in the Dvorak Concerto in B 
Minor, Conductor Viadimir Golsch- 
mann and the orchestra per- 
formed the Gretry-Mottl Ballet 
Suite from “Cephale and Procris,” 
Wagner's Siegfried Idyll and “La 
Valse,” by Ravel. Thg whole pro- 
gram was played with a high de- 
gree of effectiveness, 

Mr. Piatigorsky’s projection of 
the Dvorak Concerto proved again 
that the act of creation in music 
is rarely completed when the 
score itself is wrapped up and 
sent to the copyist or the pub- 
lisher. In the case of the Dvorak 
Concerto, at least, it is easy to 
imagine a performance of which 
one could say that the music was 
better than it sounded. Mr. Piati- 
gorsky’s treatment was conducive 
to a reverse opinion: That the 
music sounded better than it 
really was. 

Noble Simplicity Appears. 

The explanation of this phe- 
nomenon is not necessarily that 
he added something to the score 
that wasn’t there but that he got 
down to the gold in the ore. His 
tone quality, phraseology and tim- 
ing were so formulated as to in- 
duce in the listener a kind of 
“second innocence” in which all 
the complications of the orches- 
tration seemed mere accessories 
to a noble simplicity that ap- 
peared at critical moments. 

Certainly his reading of the sec- 
ond subject of the first movement, 
for instance, made it sound like 
great music. Altogether it was a 
“poetic” delivery in a strict sense. 
The emotional content, that is, 
was carried to the highest pitch 
of intensity that cultivated sensi- 
bilities would allow. 

The orchestra participated in 
the enterprise as a true collabora- 
tor should.

She says a little baby placed for adop- 
tion has two rights which should be observed. The first is, of 
course, the right to know that he fs adopted. That is generally 
recognized now by everyone connected with the field. The 
second, which you emphasize is as Mrs. Strain says, “not now 
observed—the right to know something about his own family. 

“It ig the most damaging paychology to give one bit of 
{information without the other. They are logical parts of a 
whole. Agencies giving babies for adoption should provide 
clients with a minimum of personal data concerning the baby's 
parents and heritage, nationality, citizenship, occupation, social 
and economic status, health record.”
